Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by changing

Sections 17-2.2¢c and 17-2.11 as foll ows:

Sec. 17-2.2c. Tax for |easing educational facilities, of

conputer technology, or air conditioning equi pnent beth; and

for tenporary rel ocation expense purposes. The school board
of any district, by proper resolution, (i) nmay |evy an annual
tax, in addition to any other taxes and not subject to the
[imtations specified elsewhere in this Article, not to
exceed .05% wupon the value of +the taxable property as
equal i zed or assessed by the Departnent of Revenue, for the
pur pose of leasing educational facilities, of conputer

technol ogy, or equipnent to air condition classroons, or any

conbination of these, eor-both; and (ii); in order to repay

the State all noneys distributed to it for tenporary
rel ocation expenses of the district, may | evy an annual tax
not to exceed .05% upon the value of the taxable property as
equalized or assessed by the Departnent of Revenue for a
period not to exceed 7 years for the purpose of providing for
t he repaynent of noneys distributed for tenporary relocation
expenses of the school district pursuant to Section 2-3.77.
The tax rate limt specified by this Section with respect
to an annual tax levied for the purpose of |easing

educational facilities, or conputer technol ogy, or equi pnent

to air condition classroonms, or any conbination of these, orf

beth may be increased to .10% upon the approval of a
proposition to effect such increase by a mgjority of the

el ectors voting on that proposition at a regular schedul ed
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el ection. Such proposition may be initiated by resol ution of
the school board and shall be certified by the secretary to
the proper election authorities for subm ssion in accordance
with the general election | aw

The district is authorized to pledge any tax |evied
pursuant to this Section for the purpose of | easi ng

educational facilities, or conputer technol ogy, or equi pnent

to air condition classroons, or any conbination of these, oFf

beth to secure the paynent of any |ease, |ease-purchase
agreenent, or installnment purchase agreenent entered into by
the district for such purpose.

For the purposes of this Section, "l|leasing of educational

facilities, or conputer technology, or equipnent to air

condition classroons, or any combi nation of these eof--both"

i ncl udes (i) any paynment wth respect to a |ease,
| ease- purchase agreenent, or installnment purchase agreenent
to acquire or use bui | di ngs, r oons, grounds, and
appurtenances to be used by the district for the use of
schools or for school adm nistration purposes, (ii) and al

equi pnent, fixtures, renovations, and I nprovenent s to
existing facilities of the district necessary to accomodate
conputers, as well as conputer hardware and software, and

(iii) t he installation of equipment to air condition

classroons.
Any school district may abolish or abate its fund for
| easing educational facilities, or conputer technol ogy, or

equi pnent to air condition classroons, or any conbi nati on of

these, or-both and for tenporary relocation expense purposes
upon the adoption of a resolution so providing and upon a
determ nation by the school board that the noneys in the fund
are no |longer needed for |easing educational facilities, of

conput er technol ogy, or equi pnent to air condition

classroons, or any conbination of these, or-both or for

tenporary relocation expense purposes. The resolution shal
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direct the transfer of any balance in the fund to another
school district fund or funds i medi ately upon the resolution
taking effect. Thereafter, any outstanding taxes of the
school district levied pursuant to this Section shall be
collected and paid into the fund or funds as directed by the
school board. Nothing in this Section shall prevent a school
district that has abolished or abated the fund from again
creating a fund for leasing educational facilities or

equipnent to air condition classroons and for tenporary

rel ocati on expense purposes in the manner provided in this
Secti on.

School board power to levy a tax or to
borrow noney and issue bonds for fire prevention, safety,
energy conservation, disabled accessibility, school security,

and specified repair, and air conditioning purposes. Wenever

(1); as a result of any |awful order of any agency, other
than a school board, having authority to enforce any school
bui | di ng code applicable to any facility that houses
students, or any law or regulation for the protection and
safety of the environnment, pursuant to the Environnental
Protection Act, any school district having a population of
less than 500,000 inhabitants is required to alter or
reconstruct any school bui | di ng or permanent, fixed
equi pnent; (2) er-whenever any such district determnes that
it is necessary for energy conservation purposes that any
school building or permanent, fixed equipnent should be
altered or reconstructed and that such alterations or
reconstruction will be made with funds not necessary for the
conpletion of approved and recomended projects contained in

any safety survey report or anendnments thereto authorized by
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Section 2-3.12 of this Code Aet; (3) or-whenever any such
district determnes that it 1is necessary for di sabl ed
accessibility purposes and to conply with the school buil ding
code that any school building or equipnment should be altered
or reconstructed and that such alterations or reconstruction
will be mde with funds not necessary for the conpletion of
approved and recomended projects contained in any safety
survey report or anmendnents thereto authorized under Section
2-3.12 of this Code Aet; (4) or-whenever any such district
determnes that it is necessary for school security purposes
and the related protection and safety of pupils and school
personnel that any school building or property should be
altered or reconstructed or that security systens and
equi prent (including but not Ilimted to intercom early
detection and warning, access control and t el evi si on
monitoring systens) should be purchased and installed, and
that such alterations, reconstruction or pur chase and
installation of equipnment wll be mde wth funds not
necessary for the conpletion of approved and recomrended
projects contained in any safety survey report or anmendnent
thereto authorized by Section 2-3.12 of this Code Aet and
w Il deter and prevent unauthorized entry or activities upon
school property by unknown or dangerous persons, assure early
detecti on and advance warni ng of any such actual or attenpted
unaut hori zed entry or activities and help assure the
continued safety of pupils and school staff if any such
unaut hori zed entry or activity is attenpted or occurs; (5) eof
tf a school district does not need funds for other fire
prevention and safety projects, including the conpletion of
approved and recommended projects contained in any safety
survey report or amendnments thereto authorized by Section
2-3.12 of this Code Aet, and it is determ ned after a public
hearing (which is preceded by at |east one published notice

(1) woccurring at least 7 days prior to the hearing in a

subject matter of the hearing) that there is a substantial,
i medi ate, and otherw se wunavoidable threat to the health
safety, or welfare of pupils due to disrepair of school
si dewal ks, pl aygr ounds, par ki ng | ots, or school bus

turnarounds and repairs nust be mde; or (6) a school

district determines that it is necessary, for purposes of

providing air conditioning in classroons, that any school

bui | di nq, equi pnent, or property should be altered or

reconstructed to install the air conditioning and that such

alterations or reconstruction wl|l be made with funds not

necessary for the conpletion of approved and recommended

projects contained in any safety survey report or amendnents

thereto authorized by Section 2-3.12 of this Code: then in

any such event, such district may, by proper resolution, |evy
a t ax for the purpose of nmaking such alteration or
reconstruction, based on a survey report by an architect or
engineer licensed in the State of Illinois, upon all the
taxabl e property of the district at the value as assessed by
the Departnment of Revenue at a rate not to exceed .05% per
year for a period sufficient to finance such alterations,
repairs, or reconstruction, upon the follow ng conditions:

(a) When there are not sufficient funds avail abl e
in either the operations and maintenance fund of the
district or the fire prevention and safety fund of the
district as determned by the district on the basis of
regul ations adopted by the State Board of Education to
make such alterations, repairs, or reconstruction, or to
purchase and install such permanent fixed equi pnent so
ordered or determ ned as necessary. Appropriate school
district records shall be nade available to the State
Superint endent of Education upon request to confirm such

i nsufficiency.
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(b) When a certified estimte of an architect or
engi neer licensed in the State of Illinois stating the
estimated anount necessary to neke the alterations or
repairs, or to purchase and install such equipnent so
ordered has been secured by the district, and the
esti mate has been approved by the regional superintendent
of schools, having jurisdiction of the district, and the
State Superintendent of Education. Approval shall not be
granted for any work that has already started w thout the
prior express authorization of the State Superintendent
of Education. |If such estimate is not approved or denied
approval by the regional superintendent of schools within
3 nonths after the date on which it is submtted to him
or her, the school board of the district may submt such
estimate directly to the State Superintendent of
Education for approval or denial.

For purposes of this Section a school district may
replace a school building or build additions to replace
portions of a building when it 1is determned that the
ef fectuation of the recommendations for the existing building
wi | | cost nor e t han t he repl acenent costs. Such
determ nation shall be based on a conparison of estinmated
costs made by an architect or engineer licensed in the State
of Illinois. The new building or addition shal | be
equivalent in area (square feet) and conparable in purpose
and grades served and nay be on the sanme site or another
site. Such replacenent nmay only be done upon order of the
regi onal superintendent of schools and the approval of the
St at e Superintendent of Educati on.

The filing of a certified copy of the resolution |evying
the tax when acconpanied by the certificates of the regional
superi nt endent of schools and State Superintendent of
Education shall be the authority of +the county clerk to

extend such t ax.
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The county <clerk of the county in which any school
district levying a tax under the authority of this Section is
| ocated, in reducing raised levies, shall not consider any
such tax as a part of the general |evy for school purposes
and shall not include the sane in the Iimtation of any other
tax rate which may be extended.

Such tax shall be levied and collected in |ike manner as
al | ot her taxes of school districts, subject to the
provi sions contained in this Section.

The tax rate limt specified in this Section my be
increased to .10% wupon the approval of a proposition to
ef fect such increase by a majority of the electors voting on
that proposition at a regular scheduled election. Such
proposition may be initiated by resolution of the school
board and shall be certified by the secretary to the proper
el ection authorities for submssion in accordance with the
general election |aw.

When taxes are |levied by any school district for fire
prevention, safety, energy conservation, and school security,

and air conditioning purposes as specified in this Section,

and the purposes for which the taxes have been levied are
acconplished and paid in full, and there remain funds on hand
in the Fire Prevention and Safety Fund fromthe proceeds of
the taxes levied, including interest earnings thereon, the
school board by resolution shall use such excess and ot her
board restricted funds excludi ng bond proceeds and earnings
from such proceeds (1) for other authorized fire prevention,

safety, energy conservation, and school security, and air

conditioning purposes or (2) for transfer to the QOperations

and Mai ntenance Fund for the purpose of abating an equal
anount of operations and mai nt enance purposes taxes. |If any
transfer is made to the Operation and Mai ntenance Fund, the
secretary of the school board shall within 30 days notify the

county clerk of the anmount of that transfer and direct the
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clerk to abate the taxes to be extended for the purposes of
operations and nmaintenance authorized under Section 17-2 of
this Act by an amobunt equal to such transfer.

|f the proceeds fromthe tax Ilevy authorized by this
Section are insufficient to conplete the work approved under
this Section, the school board is authorized to sell bonds
wi t hout referendum under the provisions of this Section in an
anmount that, when added to the proceeds of the tax |evy
authorized by this Section, wll allow conpletion of the
approved work.

Such bonds shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed
the maxinumrate authorized by law at the tinme of the making
of the contract, shall mature within 20 years from date, and
shal |l be signed by the president of the school board and the
treasurer of the school district.

In order to authorize and issue such bonds, the school
board shall adopt a resolution fixing the anount of bonds,
the date thereof, the maturities thereof, rates of interest
t hereof, place of paynment and denom nation, which shall be in
denom nations of not |ess than $100 and not nore than $5, 000,
and provide for the levy and collection of a direct annual
tax wupon all the taxable property in the school district
sufficient to pay the principal and interest on such bonds to
maturity. Upon the filing in the office of the county clerk
of the county in which the school district is |located of a
certified copy of the resolution, it 1is the duty of the
county clerk to extend the tax therefor in addition to and in
excess of all other taxes heretofore or hereafter authorized
to be levied by such school district.

After the tinme such bonds are issued as provided for by
this Section, if additional alterations or reconstructions
are required to be nade because of surveys conducted by an
architect or engineer licensed in the State of Illinois, the

district may levy a tax at a rate not to exceed .05% per year
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upon all the taxable property of the district or issue
addi ti onal bonds, whi chever action shall be the nost
f easi bl e.

This Section is cumulative and constitutes conplete
authority for the issuance of bonds as provided in this
Section notwithstanding any other statute or lawto the
contrary.

Wth respect to instrunents for the paynent of noney
issued wunder this Section either before, on, or after the
effective date of Public Act 86-004 (June 6, 1989), it 1is,
and always has been, the intention of the General Assenbly
(1) that the Omibus Bond Acts are, and always have been,
suppl enent ary grants of power to issue instrunments in
accordance with the Omibus Bond Acts, regardless of any
provision of this Act that may appear to be or to have been
nore restrictive than those Acts, (ii) that the provisions of
this Section are not a limtation on the supplenentary
authority granted by the Omibus Bond Acts, and (iii) that
i nstrunents i ssued under this Section W t hin t he
suppl enmentary authority granted by the Omi bus Bond Acts are
not invalid because of any provision of this Act that my
appear to be or to have been nore restrictive than those
Acts.

When the purposes for which the bonds are issued have
been acconplished and paid for in full and there remain funds
on hand from the proceeds of the bond sale and interest
earnings therefrom the board shall, by resolution, use such
excess funds in accordance wth the provisions of Section
10-22. 14 of this Act.

Whenever any tax is levied or bonds issued for fire
prevention, safety, energy conservation, and school security,

and air conditioning purposes, such proceeds shall be

deposited and accounted for separately wthin the Fire

Prevention and Safety Fund.
